The Veteran Odd Fellow

Daniel Mason, one of Portsmouth's 


best known residents .and probably 
the oldest Odd Fellow In the state, 
observed Ills eighty-eighth birthday 
on Thursday.

ihaking models and molds.

disposed of his interests to the Ports- 
mouth milling company. 


Mr. Mason has been married twice
